Stanley F. Adams, associate pro- 
fessor ol applied, mechanics, ex- 
plained the large number of fail- 
ing stnrimts by stating that the 
State Bcaid of Reglsteration for 
Professional Engineers has recent-

The rc\i>ion requires students to 
pass each of the eight parts of the 
t»st. Previously, their grades were 
figured on an over-all basis. Rtf 
a student must repeat any partic- 
ular pirt of the test that he fails. 

Tin examination, given twice a 
year by the board, was one-half 
of the wnt ten examination which 
a student must pass before he can 
become » registered engineer. 

The second half of the test Is 
tcken al'tn ■ person has acquired 
four years cf satisfactory experi- 
ence wrikmg with professional 
engin»er>. 

Requiring eight hours to com- 
plete, the examination contains 
eight separate parts. It 



take the test seriously and that 
they failed to obtain a basic un- 
derstanding of their "service" 
courses, on which the test was 
given. 

Service courses are basic courses 
taken in an enginerring depart- 
ment other than the student's 
major. An example would be a 
civil engineering student's courses 
in electricity or hydraulics. 

Engineer In Training certifi- — ^— 
cates were granted to 34 of the Vol. LI 
students taking the examination. 
Prof. C, S. ( rouse secretary of 
the board, stated that it was 
against the board's policy to re- 
lets*' the number of students who 
took the test. This is done to pro- 
tect the students, he added. 

Of the number who failed, some 
will have to repent the entire ex- 
amination, while others will have 
to take certain parts over. 

Prof. Crouse said the number 
of Kentucky students who pass the 
test is above average in comparsion 
with the number of students pass- 
ing in other states.

The University last week witnessed 
one of the most appalling breakdowns 
in communications ever witnessed on 
its campus. 

Last week's preclassification morass 
which still continues with unabated 
vigor showed a greater lack of co- 
operation between all parts of the 
University, from the highest office in 
the Administration Building to the 
lowest freshman, than one could have 
thought possible. 

We cannot, and will not, condemn 
nor praise the plan without seeing 
it given another chance. We can, 
however, denounce the apparent 
dearth of cooperation shown by many 
parties. 

The fact that 2,000 students failed 
tO pre-c lassif y was surprising in it- 
self, but that a student w ho had been 
here last fall did not even know about 
preclassification is almost unbeliev- 
able. The Kernel devoted countless 
lines of type to the explanation of the 
Dew system, yet many faculty mem- 
bers as well as students had almost 
DO idea at all of what they were 
supposed to do. 

We do not know* if the Registrar! 
Office is fully to blame for failing 
to instruct personally every UK in- 
structor, secretary, and student in 
preclassification procedures, but some- 



one should have taken it upon him- 
self to do so. Many of these people 
did not have enough Interest to do 
so on their own. 

There were numerous examples of 
one hand not knowing what the 
other was doing. One department had 
to issue special instructions to ad- 
visers informing them its classes were 
still open regardless of earlier instruc- 
tions from the Registrar s Office. 

It was predicted long Ago that 
there would be a rush of students 
wanting to change their schedules 
would descend upon the Administra- 
tion Building, yet these students were 
shuttled back and forth like ping 
pong balls. Few people in the Ad- 
ministration Building se em ed tO know 
what to 6V) With these students. 

Many instructors and advisers must 
not have been apprised of the im- 
portance of preclassifyimi and reg- 
istering as they managed to be con- 
veniently unavailable during rem'stra- 
tJOD and the sc hedule-c h a n u i n u 

period. Other instructors reportedly 
threatened students with failure in 
their courses if they bothered them 

(the instructors) with preclassify ing. 

Everywhere there are indications of 
the lack of communication. We still 
don't know what to do with the blue 
card.

During 
the past several years the average 
number oi persons who have not 
been able to continue law school 
after the first year has been 10 
percent of the freshman class. 

Approximately 5 percent of the 
law students do not succeed In 
maintaining the required academic 
standing during the second year 
Another 10 percent never finish 
law school for other reasons — olten 
financial ones. 

The dean said UK has been for- 
tunate in having a solid student 
body down through the years. 

Nationally, law school enroll- 
ment has been rather stable. This 
may be attributed to the fact that 
the increased birth rate, which has 
al J pc ted college enrollment recent- 
ly, has not yet crowded the pro- 
fessional schools, according to 
Dean Mathews.

The drop in enrollment may be 
explained by the fact that although 
the school graduates students In 
January, it does not admit first 
semester students at any time other 
than in the fall. 

Although the legal profession Is 



heading toward more specializa- 
tion, law schools throughout the 
country are preparing more general 
currlculums for their students. 

They are leaving ample time, 
however, for students to elect spe- 
cific courses In their fields of in- 
terest. 

At UK. the emphasis is being 
placed more and more on legal 
writing and research courses.

The space limitation of Lafferty

UK's Law Library contains over 
65.000 volumes and Its room for 
expansion has been exausted. 
Classroom space is being used for 
library space. 

The library ranks sixth among 
law libraries in the South, and 
about 23rd among the 125 approv- 
ed law schools in the country. 

Dean Mathews said the library 
has one of the best collections of 
case material of any law library of 
comparable size in the country. 

The Law School is about 10th in 
line for improvement in the Uni- 
versity's master expansion plan. 
Besides the inadequacy of its li- 
brary's physical facilities, immed- 
iate attention is necessary for 
seminar rooms and space for stu- 
dent research work, the dean 
added.

Dean Mathews stated that he 
believes a faculty, especially a law 
faculty, must continue to do re- 
search along with its teaching 
role.
